Provincial officers here under In- 
6pector Storie, of Sudbury, do not 
hold much hope of any develop- 
ments during the night. Rogers 
spent the greater part of last night 
in the branches of trees on the out- 
skirts of North Bay and they con- 
sider jt likely that he will under- 
take the same tactics tonight. 

Where his supplies of food and 
ammunition are secured remains @ 
mystery, as inquiries along the 
course of pursuit have failed to 
show that he has visited the farm- 
ers for food or shelter. Apparently 
he igs still well stocked with ammu- 
nition and has no hesitation in us- 
ing it. The belief is, nowever, that 
having accomplished his avowed 
purpose of “getting’ the man who 
originally brought him under the 
law, he is now more anxious to com- 
plete hig escape.

Grapefrult Marmalade, 


Use one lemon for each two grape 
fruit and shred the fruit very fine, 
Weigh the fruit and pour over it 
three pints of cold water for each 
pint (or pound) of frult. Let stand 
overnight and in the morning cook 
until very tender, then set aside until 
next day. Weigh the material and 
set as many pounds of sugar as of 
fruit to heat in the oven. Heat the 
fruit meanwhile to the boiling point, 
add the hot sugar and boil until a 
little of the syrup “jelis” when tried 
on a cold plate, Store as for jelly. 


Lemon Sago. 

Soak half a cupful of sage in wa- 
ter to cover overnight find in the 
morning cook in the upper part of 
the double-botler until soft, Add the 
juice of two lemons, the grated rind 
of one, one-half cupful of sugar and 
one ounce of maple syrup. Cook for 
15 minutes longer, still in the double.

Steamed Orange Pudding. 

Pour a cupful and a half of scald- 
ed single cream or rich milk over one 
cupful of grated bread crumbs, Add 
two tablespoonfuls of melted butter 
and let stand for 15 minutes. Beat 
three eggs with half a cupful of 
Sugar, add the grated rind and juice 
of one orange and half a lemon and 
stir into the bread mixture. Add 
two tablespoonfuls of chopped 
blanched almonds and turn Into but- 
tered individual molds, decorated 
with strips of candied orange peel. 
Steam for one hour and serve with a 
hard sauce, 

Lemon Honey, 

Heat half a cupful of butter, with 
one cupful of sugar and the grated 
yellow rind and juice of three lem- 
ons in the double boiler. Beat four 
eges lightly with another cupful of 
sugar and half a teaspoonful of salt, 
and stir and cook in the hot mixture 
until of the consistency of honey.

PROTESTING TOO MUCH. 

The United Mine Workers of Glace Bay 
threaten to go on strike if the police fearch any 
more of their homes for seditious literature. That 
looks as though they were afraid the searchers 
would find something that might land the house- 
holders in jail. If the protection afforded the 
private citizen by the common law is not good 
enough for the U.M.W., that is pretty good evi- 
dence that the police are not mis-directing their 


attentions, 


A POOR 8ST. K 

The Turks, it seems, want tho Greeks to pay 
them for the villages the Greek army burned 
when it was making that hasty departure from 
Asia Minor, But the Greeks claim that the Turks 
got even by stealing or burning the property of 
the Greek residents in the peninsula, and that the 
fair way to settle the matter is to balance the 
accounts and call both bills paid. As neither party 


has any money that seems to be what it will likely 
come to in the end. It can hardly be that either 


Athens or Angora wants a ‘‘German reparation 
problem’ on hand. Both are willing enough to 
fight, but it is not worth while fighting for that 


kind of a prize. 


*‘EAST IS EAST,’’ ETO. 


Fruit growers in the Niagara district of On- 
tario are beginning to worry about the continued 
cold and wet weather. Reference to the prolonged 
chilliness sounds familiar, but. complaint about 
excess moisture is strange to Alberta ears. Here 
too the season seems unwilling to warm up, but 
surplus rainfall is not one of the items on the list of 
popular grievances. Rather the contrary. How- 
ever, in this part of the world showers in April 
and May are not common, nor commonly very im- 
portant. It is June that counts. If he is worrying 
about the fruit crop the southern Ontario farmer 
is likely also wondering when the ground will get 
dry enough to let him put in his grain crop. There 
has been no difficulty on that score in Alberta. 


EXILE FROM ERIN. 


The British Government a few weeks ago de- 
ported to Ireland a large number of people whoin 
the Free State Government wanted on charges of 
conspiracy to defy its authority. Most of them are 
now back in England, thanks to demands for their 
return made by members of parliament. Appar- 
ently if the relations between the Governments 
at London and Dublin are friendly there is still 
some doubt about where the jurisdiction of either 
ends. It seems clear that the Free State Govern- 
ment either had no right to claim possession of 
these residents of England at all, or that once it 
got possession of them it had a perfect right to 
jail them if they acted contrary to its laws. Whe- 
ther the Irishman who lives in England is an 
Trishman or an Englishman is the point which 
seems to need definition. 


LOAFING ON THE JOB. 

A special committee of Parliament, which is 
enquiring into the working of the present civil 
service law, heard from two deputy heads of de- 
partments a few days ago. The trend of their 
evidence was that the sooner the system is abolish. 
ed the sooner the taxpayers of the country will 
begin to get value for their money. Sir Joseph 
Pope, under secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, protested against the ‘‘inflexible, rigid, 
‘(mechanical, iron bound system’’ and declared 
that it ‘‘destroys initiative, kills individual effort 
‘(and is subversive of discipline.’’ While Mr. Mul- 
vey, under secretary of state said that in his 
opinion the ‘‘patronage’’ plan was the only demo- 
cratic way of engaging Government 
These, it is to be observed, are the opinions of two 
men who have to answer for the way the work of 
two departments of Government is done, or why 
it is not done at all or not done properly. The 
substance of their testimony is that irresponsible 
government is a failure in the routine process of 
getting the public business attended to, and that 
if economy and efficiency are to be re-institu‘ed

THE SCHOOL BYLAWS. 
If the taxpayers on Monday authorize the bor- 
rowing of the money, the public school board of 


the city proposes to erect this year three perman- 
ent school buildings, in Norwood, Riverview and 


Garneau. The sum asked for is $295,000. It is ex- | 


pected that a balances of perhaps $60,000 will be 
left from the appropriation for the new Eastwood 
school, now under contract, and that this sum 
together with the amount it is proposed to borrovt 
would meet the outlay—something between $300,- 
000 and $355,000. The rate of interest to be paid 
on the bonds is five and a half per cent. Accord. 
ing to the decision given by the city solicitor last 
year a two-thirds vote in favor of the bylaw is not 
necessary to carry, a straight majority of the 
votes polled only being required for approval. 
The amount of the bylaw plus the balance from 
the cost of the Eastwood school does not of course 
represent the total cost of these undertakings. In 
each of these districts there are temporary build- 
ings now in use which have not deteriorated 
beyond further service. These will be ‘‘serapped”’ 
and sold for what they will bring. The difference 
between what they cost and what is got for them 
will have to be added to the proposed outlay to 
make up the total amount to which the taxpayers 
are involved by the new building program. 
Little if any attempt has been made to empha- 
size the necessity for putting up these three costly 


buildings at this time. The argument in the school 


board has been that the city should start build- 
ing permanent schools because it has not dance 
much along that line for some years. That is not 
& very convincing line of reasoning to the house 
holder who is contemplating a newly-received tax 
bill and feels that it is quite large enough. If 
additional accommodation is required in thesc 
particular parts of the city there is of course only 
one thing to do—provide it. But at that, accom- 
modation has been provided in those and many 
other parts for some years without building per- 
manent and necessarily expensive buildings. Un- 
less the extra need corresponds to the number of 


new rooms it is proposed to provide, the program | 


is anticipating future requirements, and doing so 
in the most costly way possible. Making all allow- 
ance for the unquestioned future of the city, and 
for the increase of school population which must 
eome with its growth, the fact is that this future 
expansion is neither here nor in immediate pros- 
pect, and that the taxpayers are not well circum- 
stanced to tear down any kind of a serviceab!o 
public building in order to replace it with a more 
costly one which has not been shown to be a real 
and present necessity, 

In Garneau there are now nine rooms in tem. 
porary buildings, which it is proposed to scrap 
and erect a permanent building of sixteen rooms. 
In Riverview there are five rooms in frame build- 
ings, which would be discarded if the proposed 
eight room brick school were erected. On Spruce 
avenue there are two rooms in temporary quar- 
ters, while the completion of the Eastwood schoul 
will release frame buildings accommodating six 
rooms, which could be moved to other sites and 
nsed; a total of eight rooms which would be sacri- 
ficed in that district in order to build a twelve 
room building. Summing it up, the proposal is to 
discard temporary buildings which have been 
paid for and which house 22 rooms, and to replace 
these with permanent structures providing for 36 
rooms, at a cost of $295,000 added to the civic 
debt. That would be a gain of fourteen rooms at 
a cost of $21,000 per room. Unless most of the 
fourteen rooms are needed now, the board has 


been neglectful of its duty in not providing suffi- 


cient school quarters during the present year. 

It is not in any sense a question of voting the 
money or of depriving children of the opportun- 
ity to go to schoo! and to be housed in comfort- 
able, well ventilated buildings. What are called 


“temporary’’ school buildings are no more tem- 


porary than the schools throughout the country 
and in the villages. They are as well constructed 
and durable as the average city home and provid- 
ed with all the sanitary conveniences. They are 
quickly constructed, can be built when and where 
needed, and made in every way suitable for school 
purposes. The school board has in past years put 
up many of these buildings, some of them on the 
grounds where the large permanent buildings 
have become over-crowded, and no fault is to be 
found with them, or with the quality of the 
schooling which the children get in them as com- 
pared to classes meeting in the more pretentious 
buildings. If the taxpayers decline to endorse this 
ambitious building program there will therefore 
be nothing at all to prevent the school board pro- 
viding all needed school accommodation in suit- 
able quarters located wherever the need exists-— 
and doing this in time for the opening of the fall 


term of the present year.

The settlement is altu- 
ated on a high banked ts#land; ite 
length 18 three miles while its | 
breadth run to about one and al 
half The surface is composed eon- 
tirely of river silt and all js capublo 
of cultivation. 

Farm Scenes.

the majority of the fur posts. Aside 
from the gardens about sixty-five 
acres of land is under cultivation at 
Fort Simpson, this being the most 
extensive agricultural effort in the 
far north. 

The Hudson's Bay company’s gar- | 
den has been cultivated at Simpson | 
for no one knows how long; in tho 
Northern Trading company's garden | 
plot the same ground has been used 
for growing potatoes for the last 
twenty-three years and without mu- 
nure, Last season, which was a very 
jJate one, the tubers were planted on | 
June ist und new potatoes were dug! 
on August 7th. Barley eown on 
June 10th was ripe and cut on Avg 
19th, other grains being in like pro- 
ductivity. 

R.C.M.P. Farmer, 

Sergeant Thorne of the R.C.M.P. | 
had large tomatoes on his vines, and 
pansies, pinks and other flowers jn 
the garden fronting his trim, red- 
roofed bulldings, while in realma 
strictly agricultural the police have 
raised potatoes ready for the table 
in sixty-three days.

Japanese Poet Chose Name of “Onoto 
Watanna” for Winnifred Reeve, 
Noted Canadian Novelist. 


By WILLIAM BUTLER 

N the lst of Canada’s greatest women the 

name of Mrs. Winnifred Reeve might well be 

included. ‘To the readers of the novel she 
will be better known by th pseudonym of “Onoto 
Watanna,” for it is under this delightfully 
curjous name that all of her seventeen published 
Dovels have appeared, 

Born in the fair city of Montreal, tn the 
French quarter of Hochelaga, Mrs, Reeve waa 
one of fourteen children und at un early age com- 
menced tho inevitable bettle for existenes, From 
her Hnglish-lrigh father she inherited a keen 
sense of artistry, which luter stood ber in good 
stead and which gave birth to her girlhood em- 
bition of authorship, although at times the desire 
to possess a candy shop was preeminent. 

Mrs. Reeve's literary career commenced when 
her first story appeared in o little weekly mage- 
zine published in Montreal called the Metro 
politan. Soon after this, at the age of seventeen, 
she went to the West Indies, where she reported 
the debates in the Jamaica legislature for the 
Gleaner, and after a three months’ sojourn went 
to Chicago, where she wrote her first Japanese 
stories, Since then Mrs. Reeve has written scores 
of short stories and recently completed her 
elghteenth novel, “Cheerio,” which is to be pub 
lished soon, 

All but two of her charming novels have had 
Japanese themes, and it was quite by accident 
that Mrs, Reeve wrote them. Her sister, also 
an author, wrote Chinese stories under the nom 
de guerre of “Sui Sin Far,” so in friendly rivalry 
Mrs. Reeve commenced writing Japanese stories, 
Much to her surprise, they proved very popular, 
and she was urged to continue writing this type 
of material. Many of her works heve been dra- 
™matized, and her second novel, “A Japanese Night- 
ingale,” published by Harpers, was translated 
into many languages. 

Mrs. Reeve, who divides her time between her 
residence in Calgary and her husband's ranch 
near Banff, has written two novels dealing with 
western Canadian Jife. The first of these, 
“Cattle,” is a curious production from an author 
whose work js remarkable for its humanness and 
fineness of touch, It has been described as a 
“great epic of the soll,” and has for its theme the 
great ranching and cattle country and its al- 
most untouched resources. Mrs. Reeve knows 
her subject well, for sho has lived in the west 
for many years, where her husband, F'rancis 
Reeve, has big ranching interests, 

“Onoto Watanna,” Mrs, Reeve's curious preu- 
donym, was selected for her by a Japanese poet— 
now very famous, He made it Onoto Watanabe, 
which is Japanese, but this did not sound eupho- 
nious, so they compromised by making it Wat- 
anna. With her three children, her writing, and 
the secretarial duties of Mr. Reeve’s ranches, her 
life is a very active one. Mrs. Reeve is the 
president of the Calgary branch of the Canadian 
Authors’ Association, and when she recently ad- 
dressed the Canadian Club of that city she was

the first woman to be aceorded that privilege. 

Mrs. Reeve has a keen sense of humor, as 
can be seen by the following story which she 
tells on herself: 

She was, on one occasion, giving a dinner to 
an editor to whom she wanted very much to sell 
stories. Mrs. Reeve confesses that she was “on 
the rocks” at the time, and she spent hex all upon 
that dinner. 

Whilst the meal was being prepared the gas 
man arrived to collect an overdue bill, and thia 
personage would nejther lower his voice or put 
off collection. However, the editor was a good 
aport and paid the bill, Mrs. Reeve felt so hu- 
miliated that she wept, but she did sell him a

Eve Lavalliere, Most Luxurious Woman of Paris and Leading Comedicnne of the 
French Stage, Goes in Humility Among the Poor of Montmartre— 


VE LAVALLIPRE, a few years ago the fore- 
most comedienne on the French stage, hold- 
ing in comedy uw position equal to that of 

Sara Bernhardt at her best in tragedy, to-day 
goes silently and clad in black among the poor 
of Montmartre distributing cakes and alms, 

She refuses to speak to interviewers, but ft 
ie understood that it is a penance she is doing 
for her years of frivolity and extravagance as 
ruling favorite of Paris. 

Every morning and evening she is to be seen 
preying under the dome of the Basilica of the 
Sacred Heart, in the very centre of the wildest 
artistic quarter of Paris. There the crowds of 
beggars who come asking alms know her as 
“The Lady of the Cakes,” for it is not-bread or 
money that she distributes, but delicate cakes, 
6uch as the poor people have never before tasted. 

Three years agv Wve Lavalliere announced 
that she had given up the stage and retired to a 
Carmelite convent. ‘This is the austerest order 
known to religion, A Carmelite nun is required 
to hide her face till sbe dies, never to speak, and 
to see no humav being outside her order. She 


passes ol] her days in sight of a grinning skele* 


top, and is subjected to terrible severities. 

Eve Lavalliefe, however, did not enter the 
convent then, Jt is believed that she was 
ordered to go through a long period of prepara- 
tion before being allowed to enter the convent. 

So those of her friends who best know her 
experiences since she gave up the btage offer 
as a solution to the mystery of her solitary ap 
pearances iv the church that this test was given 
her to prove her humility and sincere repent 
ance, There, illdressed and silent, she meets 
daily the artists, actors, journalists, and boule 
vardiers with whom she wes formerly associated, 
She must never speak to them nor give them a 
sign of recoguition, but remain humbly serving 
the poor. 

Tails is the women who, before the war, hed 
one of the most brilliant salons of Paris, where 
princes, statesmen and millionaires flocked to 
lay tribute et her feet. In her luxurious epart 


ment overlooking the gardens of the Tulleries

she used to receive her court, proppod up tn a 
bed that once belonged to her namesake, Louise 
de la Valliere, first favorite of Louis XIV. 

During the war Eve Lavalliere spent most of 
ber fortune caring for wounded soldiers. At firet 
she amused them by her dancing and singing. 
But av her close friends were killed off, one by 
one, she lost all heart for her theatrical work 
and became 4 nursing sister, 

In a letter to a friend she tells how her fina! 
decision to enter a convent came about. It was 
after a dinner in her honor given by a young 
man who bad spent 10,000 francs on the orchids 
alone. ‘That night she had a dreaim in which she 
saw the poor end oppressed of the city. A volce 
suid to her; “Help these people! Do not add 
to the sins of the world and increase the suffer. 
ings of the poor, Do not be a wilful parasite 
of society! ° Take up your cross!" 

So now Eve Lavalliere, a few years ago the 
wittiest, most frivolous and most Juxurious 
woman in Paris, and the leading comedienne of 
the French stage, goes in poverty and humility 
among the poor of Montmartre—‘The Lady of 
the Cakes.”
